English racers eager 


to take on

Peter Jones and Karl Slater are 
looking forward to this year’s AvSabie 
Marathon. Thoy have worked very 
hard for the honor of racing and are 
confident that they wili make a good 
showing and take high honors back 
with them when they go home, 

Peter and Karl don’? race just for 
themselves; they are the first 
representatives tocome to Grayling as 
winners of the premier canoe race in 
the Kingdom of Great Britain. When 
they race here next week they will 
carry with them the honor of Queen 
Elizabeth II and the pride of the entire 
British Empire. 

The pair arrived in Grayting last 
week, They were picked up at Metro 
Airport in Detroit by an envoy of 
dignitaries and well-wishers from 
Grayling and delivered by chartered 
bus to the Grayling Holiday Inn, where 
they will stay until July 28, when they 
head back to England. 

Tomake the tripto the 93 Marathon, 
Peter and Karl won the Devizes to 
Westminster C2 Canoe Race. The 
prize was an all-expense-paid trip to 
the AuSable Marathon, compliments 
of Northwest Airlines and Holiday 
Inns, making it the richest race in all of 
Europe. 

There are many similarities between 
the AuSable Marathon and the Devizes 
to Westminster Race. The Marathon 
is long, about 120 miles, The Devizes 
is just a few miles longer. in the 
Marathon, racers paddle through the 
night for 15to 16 hours, Inthe Devizes, 
the racers paddle through the night for 
19 to 28 hours. The Marathon has five 


portages where paddlers must carry 
their canoes over dams. The Devizes 


Marathon 


has 76 portages where paddlers must 
carry their canoes over dams and locks. 

The Devizes race is against theclock. 
Racers have a 12-hour time frame in 
which they may start their race. The 
first 100 miles is raced through shallow 
canals with litle current. Some years, 
the thick aqua-vegetation is a major 
obstacle. Other years, when the water 
is high, it 's not. Racers must pace 
thernselves so when they reach the end 
of the canal and enter the Thames 
River, the tide is at its highest level, 
For the final 30-mile leg to 
Westminster, in downtown London, 
the racers who have timed their race 
properly are able to utilize the current 
from the falling tide as it moves back 
outtothe English Channel, According 
to Karl, “You can really be in a mess 
if you miss the tide.” 

Peter and Karl won the Devizes race 
in both 1992 and 1993, making them 
the undisputed premier C2 racing team 
in all of England. 

They both began canocing as Boy 
Scouts in different parts of England 
and became friends when their families 
settled in the Poole area on the southem 
coast of the country. As members of 
the Poole Harbour Canoe Club, both 
have extensive experience ina varicty 
of watercraft, including ocean 
kayaking, white water kayaking, 
sailing, canocing and marathon racing. 

They began paddling as a team in 
1990 and, in 1991, placed 3rd in their 
first Devizes race, finishing in a time 
of 26:15. In 1991 they won the race in 
22:07, and they won again this year 
with a time of 19:22, 

The pair had its first view of the

Jail expansion doesn't follow common sense, says taxpayer 


County Commissioners: 

The Avalache’s front page reads 
“Public hearing on jail proposal draws 
zero concerned citizens” and slates 
that proper notice was put in the paper. 
The only notice that I found was in the 
June 24 paper buried on page 3 (not 
where proper legal notices arc 
published) in a news report 2 X 2 1/2- 
inch column. I believe there are laws 
saying special mectings are supposed 
tobe 4 X 4-inch boxed advertisements 
and run a couple of times in the legal 
part of the paper as Grayling Township, 
Frederic Township, and others do. 

Your group of insiders may have 
known of this meeting, but it surely 
can’t be calleda public hearing without 
the tawful notification to the public —- 
you really must have wanted public 
input. Then the paper sites that you 
were disappointed at the turn-oul. 
Come on now, we're not aii compicie 
idiots. If you think you can ramrod a 
million and a half dollar spending 
spree on a jail proposal without a vote 
of the people, either now or at your 
next mun for office, your belligerence 
has surpassed your own intelligence. 
When you say that our jail does not 
comply with new state requirements, I 
would remind you of the “Headlee 
Amendment” which says that “any 
new requirements by the state must be 
paid for by the state.” In short, they 
must, by law, pay for it. 

Percentage wise, with our present 
20-bed jail capacity, Crawford County 
has a jai! larger than any county in the 
state on a capacity versus population 
basis. 

The spending of $24,000 a year to 
house prisoners in other jails for the 
past three years seems very cheap but 


it’s your figure. If you spend one 
million five hundred thousand dollars 
onanew jail, acigar store Indian could 
make the taxpayers $90,000 a year on 
interest alone. After deducting the 
$24,000, Crawford County taxpayers 
would save $66,000, rather than 
importing prisoners. And what is the 
income to Crawford County from our 
housing prisoners of surrounding 
counties? This income figure you 
don’t mention, and I’m sure it hasn’t 
been subtracted from the $24,000 per 
year output, or has it? 

You seem to be trying to sell or push 
the idea that housing prisoners from 
other counties is a very lucrative 
business, so you must be basing your 
sales pitch on some past figures. I 
would think the past thice years that 
your quote for outgo should also state 
all the income to bee out your 
Common sense economics would tell 
anyone with half a brain that in this 
case we would be better off as 
“exporters” rather than “importers” 
and our court system could handle our 
own load first without all the early 
releases, etc. 

One would also think that in the 
propaganda the promoters are using to 
force this “‘jait on the river” idea that 
the report by Michigan State Ph.D. 
Lynn Harvey and his assistant, on the 
overall economic condition of 
Crawford County, would have been 
published. 

You used our monies (rumored to 
be 1,000 to 7,000 dollars) to have two 
studies done, so what do they say? 
What are the suggestions or 
recommendations in the two studies 
of the Ph.D. you hired and/or what 


was the reason for hiring him and his 
assistant? If youcan’tafford to publish 
this reportor the minutes of your board 
meetings So your constituents can see 
how you voted or publish “proper” 
legal notices on special public hearings 
and mectings, we are sure we shouldn’t 
be hiring architects to draw plans fora 
new jail no one wants. 

To make the statement that the 
money for this jail has already been set 
aside for this purpose is misleading at 
best and I would ask, set aside by 
whom? You don’ texplain in the article 
where this money is from and make it 
appear that this money is of noconcern 
to the taxpayer as you're not going to 
levy any new millage, so what! The 
money isn’t yours to do as you see fit. 
It belongs to the taxpayers and citizens 
of this county and they should have 
the final say at the polls — forget your 
“So called” public hearings. 

I'm sure you're going to argue that 
the state has given little old Crawford 
County $300,000 toward this 
remodelling-expansion plot, but no 
one has offered to tellus what “strings” 
are attached to this gift (taxpayer 
monies). In reality I would bet the 
Strings are ropes or chains and they'll 
rope us in to their dictation of who we 
must house and they’ ll be sending us 
prisoners from around the state and 
even dictate the price they'll pay to 
house them and a mandate of how 
many guards, pay scales, etc. Right?

Question: When my children 
are bitten or stung by insects, I 
never know what to do. Any 


j| suggestions that might help? 


Answer: Most insect bites are a 
painful nuisance and notmuch more. 
Itching and redness occur because 
of the body’s reaction to the tiny 

{| speck of venom contained in either 
| the stinger or saliva of the insect’s 
1! biting organ. The most frequently 
il encountered stinging insects are 
i] wasps, homets, yellow jackets, bees 
s| and even some ants. Biting insects 
i\ are usually mosquitoes, fleas, flies 
‘| or chiggers. 
i| Fortunately, several over-the- 
i) counter medications are now 
available to relieve the bothersome 
itch of mosquito and other insect 
I! bites. These topical preparations 
f| are applied directly to the bite and 
i} reduce or all but eliminate the 
irritating itch. Most effective are 
|| lidocaine preparations (such as 
Ik Skeeter a but ahaa

phenol and benzocaine products also 
provide relief, It is best to keep these 
medications on hand during the 
summer and apply them before 
frequent scratching causes broken skin. 
Ask your pharmacist to advise you on 
these medications. 

A sting from a flying insectisa little 
more troublesome than a bite. If one 
occurs, first examine the skin to see if 
any portion of the stinger remains. If 
so, gently scrape the skin with the 
edge of a credit card to remove it. Do 
notsqueeze the skin or grasp the stinger 
which might inject more venom. 

Neat, wash the area with soap and 
water and immediately apply cold 
compresses to reduce swelling (limit 
exposure tocold toone hour ata time). 

After 24-48 hours, cold compresses 
should be changed to moist hot packs 
if there is still discomfort. 

In addition, a variety of treatments 
may help relieve local irritation and 
discomfort, These range from 
antihistamine products to lidocaine, 
hydrocortisone preparations and 
calamine lotion. “Home remedies” 
such as meat tenderizer paste, baking 
soda paste, onion slices, and ammonia 
also help and should be applied 
immediately under the cold 
compresses. If discomfort persists, a 
non-prescription pain reliever may 
help.

PRESIDENT CLINTON’S 
decision to launch a surprise 
| midnight missile attack on Baghdad

IRAQ’S AN OUTLAW nation 
; and must be punished, the President 
apparently decided. In a letter 
| Speaker Tom Foley, Mr. Clinton 
explained the raid. 
“Based on the government of 
| Iragi’s pattern of disregard for 
international Jaw, I concluded that 
there was no reasonable prospect 
that new diplomatic initiatives or 
| economic measures could influence 
the current government of Iraq to 
ceasc planning future attacks against 
| the United States,” Mr. Clinton 
wrote, 


An interesting point is the general 
lack of public/press criticism of Mr. 
Clinton for bypassing economic and 
diplomatic sanctions as a way to bring 
Mr. Hussein to reality. 

A couple of years ago, Mr. Bush 
was harshly criticized by international 
doves for his military action against 
Iraq; economic and diplomatic 
Sauctions were not exhausted, they 
claimed, and military action was 
inapswopriate until they were. 

But iiiere’s been no such widespread 
concern expressed this time.

The American people apparently 
believe so. Polls right after the missile 
raid boosted Mr, Clinton's positive 
rating by 11 points.

Bush zoomed to the stratosphere in the 
polis —— temporarily, of course.

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$46,000 purse draws entries from U.S., Canada, England 


to Weyerhaeuser AuSable River Canoe Marathon 


The Weyerhaeuser AuSable River 
Canoc Marathon has been dubbed “The 
Richest Canoe Race in the World” by 
Canceist, a British magazine. 
Currently, about two weeks before the 
race, 32 teams from eight states, 
Canada and England have submitted 
entry applications for what many 
observers consider to be North 
America’s toughest, longest non-stop 
canoe race. 

The Weyerhauser AuSable 
Marathon is also the middle leg of the 
prestigious “triple crown” of North 
American Marathon Canoe Racing. 
New York state’s General Clinton 
Regalia and Quebec’s La Classique de 
Canots are the other two jewels in 
marathon canoe racing’s “triple 
crown.” 


Over 40 two-person teams are 


expected ts compete for a share of the 


largest purse in canoe racing -— Over 


$46,000 cash and prizes — being 
offered for the 46th annual running of 
the AuSable race, including over 
$2,500 in performance bonuses offered 
by the Weyerhacuser AuSable 
Marathon’s official soft drink — 
Crystal Pepsi. 

First staged in 1947, this 14 1/2- to 
19-hour, non-stopovemight canoe race 
is recognized as one of this countiy’s 
original ultra-cndurance events and is 
a favorite of spectators, attracting tens 
of thousands of fans who view part or 
all of the Marathon on the fabled 
AuSable River. 

The contestants will paddle over 
50,000 paddle strokes at a rate of 60- 
80 strokes per minute, portage six 
hydroelectric dams and steer clear of 
the river’ s natural obstacles, attempting 
to successfully complete the 120 mile 
non-stop course and finish in Oscoda, 
on the shores of Lake Huron, within

During the race the paddlers receive 
no outside help, except food and water 
provided by “bank runners” or 
“feeders” who meet them along the 
course to provide the paddlers their 
only sustenance. River obstacles, the 
darkness, inclement weather, and the 
sheer torture of up to 19 hours of non- 
stop paddling all play on the 
contestants’ physical and mental 
capabilities. 

At dusk on race night, thousands of 
fans line the riverbank in this small 
north-central Michigan town to catch 
a glimpse of the spine-tingling 
Lemans-style running start as the tearns 
carry their canoes and race through the 
streets of Grayling to the river. The 
two-person teams paddle the firsteight 
hours of the Marathon — the most 
twisting, challenging part of thecourse 
-—- during the night. Many fans foliow
